The "Servants" aud their <• Masters." 

Mr. Birch, notwithstanding, his 
cxporionco aa Colonial Sucrotnry, 
President of tho Council and Admini- 
Btrator of tho Government, has barod 
his back for tho application of a 
birch-rod with good effect. His re- 
marks in tho .Council on Mou, 
day show tho foundation of all his 
errors to bo faulty education and 
want of perception. Tho Under 
Socretarp to whom ho was private 
secretary, may havo taught him that 
private socretary was only a polite 
namo lor upper flunkey ; but a 
Colonial Socretary is a different sort 
of animal. Jle is a servant of tho 
Government, not a sorvant of tho 
Govornor, who is himself a servant of 
tho samo mastor. Tho othor oxocu- 
tivo officers aro equally f'roo from 
service to tho upper servants. Magis- 
trates — Stipendiary or otherwise — 
cannot b9 callod sorvants ; tho vory 
titio signiuo:) the rovorso — Magister, 
tho derivative, meaning master. Mr 
.Birch's want of perception is evi- 
denced by his interpretation of tho 
constitution of iho Legislative Coun- 
cil. Tho Executive Council derivo 
their commission from tho samo 
source as the Govornor himself, and 
aro bound to givo him advico in the 
affairs of tho Coiony without foar or 
prejudice Their commissions urj 
hold during Her Majesty pleasure, 
which moans tor lilo ; not so with 
tho Governor, whoso commission is 
lor a rostrictod period • thoir oxpe. 
rienco of tho Colony onables thom to 
bo better acquainted with its gonoral 
requiromonts than tho Govornor can 
bo oxpooted to bo ; and their duty, 
as a Council, is in ordinary casos 
to adviso the Governor, and in 
extrcmo oases to reliovo His Ex- 
cellency of responsibility. Tho 
magistracy is supposed to be com- 
posed of intelligent and independ- 
ent men, who aro expected to know 
tho requiromonts of tho different dis- 
tricts or sections of the colon}- over 
which they havo magisterial rulo, and 
in civilized communities are uninflu- 
enced by fear ol eithor Crown or 
people. Tho colonists are allowed to 
make their wishes known through 
thoir representatives, and although not 
permitted tho controlling influence in 
tho Council, most assurcdl}' would 
havo influcnco beyond thoir inoro 
votes with a wise Governor, who may 
not boliovo that vox populi is vox Dei, 
yet finds it politic to treat it as some- 
thing moro than vox et prcterea nihil. 
If Mr Birch and some of his saplings 
would consider tho position in which 
their appointment as Councillors 
places them, thoro would bo loss reason 
to cry out lor a now constitution or 
for despising that which has been 
thought suitablo to our wants.

THE DRKDOER 

On ibe order of the day Hon Pemberton 
moved bis resolution respecting the preser- 
vation of the dredger machinery and punts, 
until tho Colony is in u position to work 
them, and in the mean time paying of] en- 
gineers and employees, Tho bun. mover 
remarlcee that the machinery was perfect, ol 
the most modern improvements, and obtained 
at great expense ; it was highly expedient 
that ihe property should bu preserved for 
fulure uso and be hoped ilie lime might soon 
arrive when it could bu eel to work again. 
He called upon the bon member lor Lillooet, 
who knew moie uuout the subject than he 
did lo speak to the motion. 

Hon Stamp raid it was certainly necessary 
that tho dredger and apparatus should be 
preserved lor luturu utu. Victoria harbor 
bad now two or three feet less water in some 
places than il bad in 18, r )8, and 11 sum should 
be provided us soon us posible lo set the 
machino at work; some bon members might 
wiob to seo Victoria harbor shut up altoge- 
ther, but be did not, It hud been said that 
tho dredger could not perform the worn j that 
was not the ease, tho machinery wan quite 
capable of doing all tho work. In respect 
of the punts the pioper way to preserve ibtia 
would be to moor them ell ihe gas works, 
where the coal tur desiioyH Ibe worms. 

Hon Young said the lads were not before 
the House to prove that the machinery hud 
been procured from an experienced firm, 
that it was perfect, possessing all the modern 
improvements and so on, but it had oosi 
money and should of euurte be preserved. 
The property, however, was lalten care of, 
the machinery was coated over, iliura was 
no engineer on board but u ship keeper iu 
charge at $-10 per month, who performed 
other duiies in the Liudsaud Works office, 
his instructions were to turn tho machinery 
onoo or twice a week, and uoi keep tho 
buckets, which wore tarred over, too long in 
the water. Tho punts were hauled up ubovo 
Jrvmes Buy bridge where they Jio high and 
dry every week or todays.

not the proper time to consider also wLat was 
to he done with tho steamboat. 

Hju Pemberton said ho had kept the 
sleamer purposoly distinct from this motion 
as the question would occur in discussing 
the Estimates. It would only cost $10 tu 
move ino punts. 

Hon DeCosmos could not seo if tho wharf 
piles becamo worm eaten in parts only period 
ically under water, why tho punts should 
escape the ravages of ihis marine insect. 

Hon President said that since an hon 
member had inlormed tho House that the 
machinery wsb properly taken earo of, bo did 
not seo the use of sending the resolution lo 
the Governor, it was only a question of whut 
was to be tlone with tho punts involving n 
matter of SlO, and they should bo considered 
in connection with the dredger. 

Hun Pumbertou withdrew his motion. 

l-KOTEUTION OF INVENTIONS 

Hon Crease moved second reading of the 
Inventions Bill enabling a person for $25 lo 
register his claim to such exclusive privil- 
eges or letters patent upon tho certificate of 
the Attorney General of its utiliiy. He 
was sorry that the time had not yet arrived

The bill passed second reading, 
Hon Pemberton moved that the Houso go 
into Committee this day week, which was 
carried.

A long discussion ensued on soma of the 
propesed amendments and the oidinunco was 
finally reported as amended.

POSTAL BILL 

House in Committeo on this bill, Hon 
Sanders in tho chair. 

Clause 2 was amended by tho erasure. on a 
vote of 14 to 6, of the words " New West- 
minster" alter ''General Post Ollice." 

AMALGAMATION — DISCHARGE OF OFFICIALS 

The proposed erasure ol tho word general 
after Postmaster in clause 3 produced a long 
and interesting discussion in the course ol 
which tho hon President, in replying to a 
remark that fell from the bon DeCosmos that 
the promised amalgamation bad not been 
carrii d oat, observed that His Excellency 
was not iu a position to dispose summarily ol 
officers holding appointments under sanction 
of the Crown not being able to remunerate 
them otherwise ; be had, however, appealed 
io the Secretary of State to assist him in 
this. 

Hon Creaso also alluded to the manifest 
injustice of discharging officials for no fault 
ol their own without some other provision or 
recompense being available, and a shi rt tune 
would remove all doubt on ihis point. 

Hon DeCosmos replied to the previous 
speaker, whose arguments went to show that 
ol because a number servants were employed 
during extravagant limes, it was the duty of 
the Houso to provido for them lor the term 
nf their natural lives ; now ho regarded the 
Government as a private estate cr join! 
stock association, nnd when it was found 
that the profiis of tho concern were not 
sufficient to maintain all the employees, they 
should be removed. In the interest of his 
constituents be must oppose the continuation 
of uny greater number of Government offi- 
cials than the country could provide lor 
The hon member had in his place in t':e 
Executive Council consented lo the discharge 
ol two three or lour officials. good-and worthy 
people, but he would not go further and dis- 
charge six on account of the injustice und 
hardship. 

Hon Young, in answer to hon DeCosmos, 
who objected lo Ihe Governor being authoris- 
ed to prescribe or vary the amount of re- 
muneration of those appointed by him under 
ihe act quoied the views expiessed by the 
Hon Chancellor ol the Exchequer. Gladstone 
and Mr Ayrtoun in Ih; House of Commons, 
to prove that it was the prerogative ol the 
Crown or Governor alone to apportion and 
of the House to vote or not vote the sum 
proposed, und it could not increase luxation 
or insert in a bill what particular sum oi 
money should be devoted to any particular 
depaiiment. 

Hon Helmcken replied that the Committee 
of tho House could not increase burdens, but 
the House could always diminish the burdens 
of the people without tho consent of the 
Crown. It can decrease though it oannot 
increase a salary. (Hear, hear.) 

Hon Young— I say it is the duly of the 
House to vole the salary or not vote it. 

Hon Helmcken — I say it is the duly of the 
House to decrease the salary il advisable. 

Hon DeCosmos said tho hon gentleman 
had proved the very reverse of » bat he hud 
stood up to prove. It was the duly of the 
Crown to propose and of the Legislature to 
pronounce pro or con, or lo decrease, but 
tbis bill took that privelige away. 

Hon Birch said circumstances might ren- 
der it nee,! ssary to appoint Postmasters in 
various places and Ihe salaries allowed woulj 
of course be brought, belore ihe Legislature 
in its proper place ; but Ihe hon gentleman 
wanted to make the Governor get tho vote 
of the Council belore he could authorize a 
post office to be opened in any gold district 
or other requisite quarter. 

Most of the remaining clauses were p.i-..- 
ed with slight amendments, and the Commit- 
tee rose and reported progress. 

FERRIES AND BRIDGES

Houso went into Committeo of the Whole, 
the Hon O'lt. illy in the chair, 

The Chairman was about to put the first 
item, when Hon DeCosmos asked lor the 
promised returns of 'GG, which were sent for. 

Hon Walkem then rose and asked leave, 
as ihe first item involved the question ol 
Crown auluries, to Introduce a general resolu- 
tion on thoso salaries, lie objected, with 
due consideration lor those members who 
were effected thereby, as a matter of economy, 
and if conceded, it would be a matter ol 
grace, which would avoid much that was 
disagreeable to tho members ol Ihe House, 
and that might appear invidious to those in 
dividual attacked. It might ho urged, on 
tho ether side, that the House had no right 
10 interfere with Crown salaries ; but al- 
though tho House might nut havo the im- 
mediate power of control over them, they 
might at all events express an opinion as to 
what those salaries should bo, under the de- 
pressed elute of the Colony, The resolution 
lie had to famish would avoid much lengthy 
discussion, 

Hon Dr Helrnokon suggested that it would 
bu bettor to grapplo with the question at 
ouco. 

Hon Young considered tho hon members 
weie quito out of order, as tho quostion was 



of a totally diiliirent Bubject to the matter 
beforo tho Council, tuid waa nothing more 
nor less than altering the existing law. The 
Ciown salaries were merely quoted for con- 
venience in Ihe estimates, and if nny altera- 
tion was to be made il must he with respect 
to !ho law bearing upon ilia qu stiou. 

Hon Walkem maintained that it wns 
bettor to determine this matter ut once: lie 
was aware that it was not competent for the 
Houso to alter tho existing law, but the con* 
-ideration of any law coming before tho 
Council left it open to resolution, nnd that 
would be the rno'.t fitting and respectful way 
of approaching His lCxcelleney. The hon geu 
tlemaoj in the course ol his remarks, alluded 
to ihe dominant ollkiul vote in tho Council. 

Hon President said the hon member for 
Caribou had spoken ol tho official members 
as so many sheep led to the slaughter, and 
had alluded lo tho minority vote, &e. ; he 
was sorry to hear such remarks, as that was 
not the peaceable wuy in which the estimates 
should be gone into. It wus usual in other 
Colonies to schedule tho Crown salaries, as 
had been done in this instance, and it would 
be seen thai thu Crown officers, in view of 
ihe depressed stale of ihe Co ouy, had volun- 
tarily relunded u certain portion of their 
salaries, but minority or no minority he 
should vote against tho introduction of his 
motion, as it was cut of order. 

lion Walkem denied having made use of 
any such expression as sheep being led to 
the slaughter. The lion gentleman might so 
regard them, but be bad toj much respeet lor 
them. 

Hon DeCosmoa drew attention to the fact 
that Ihe Crown lands should be given over 
to the Colony on the Legislature voting the 
Civil List. "Ho had, however, been given to 
understand that they had no power to dispose 
of an inch of the Crown lands. 

Hon Birch said the icvenuo of tho Crown 
lands came under their control. 

lion Robson was o! opinion that the Crown 
salaries should decidedly appear in the es- 
timates. It waa only lair, under the circum- 
stances, that tho House should kno-v what 
tbqse salaries were, as a bill ol Supply would 
be sent down by the Executive, and il that 
was not asking iho House lo vote the Crown 
salaries, ho did not know what was (hear.) 
He would therelore ask that a list ol the 
Ct own salaries might be submitted, as he 
had an aversion i- atiihmetic, and in en- 
deavoring to make an extract from the array 
of figures in the estimates he might do an 
injustice by arriving at a wrung conclusion. 
He thought, however, that tte question pro- 
posed n ight be brought up at uny lime here- 
after, and would not bu iu uny way affected 
by proceeding with Ihe ilems in the estimates. 
Tho estimates were then taken up : 

CIVIL ESTABLISHMENTS DETAILED. 

His Excellency tho Governor — Total, 
§2 535. passed. 

Legislative Council— SI, 200. 
Hon DeCosmos moved that tho item of 
§600 for clerk to the Council bo struck out, 
as that officer was already receiving 81940 
as chid clerk in ibe Colonial Secretary's 
department, and the circumstances of the 
country could not aflord the extra expendi- 
ture. 

The Hons Crease and Robson opposed the 
erasure. 

Hon President eupportod thu item, as ihe 
clerk was worked day and night and hud to 
perform bis oilier duties after ho left I lit* 
Council chamber. It was very cheap, con- 
sidering ihat the clerk had been first paid a 
separate salary, which was subsequently ra- 
tioned to 81000 and now to $600. In regard 
io ihe salary of the chief clerk in his nwn de- 
partment, he looked i pon 81940 as none 
too much. The Colonial Secretary was often 
absent, and responsible duiies fell upon the 
head clerk 

Hon Macdona'd proposed that the vote be 
reduced to $485 for ihe clerk, and S200 in 
lieu ol 8400 lor stationery, fu< I, etc, 

Hon finch replied that the .Council ex- 
pended about l>li(J0 last year lor the latter 
item, and il luoked as if this Council wa< 
going to nit until August. 

Both amendments were put and lost, and 
the amount voted as it stood , 
Colonial Secretary, 89860. 
Hon Helmcken moved that one of the 
clerks be struck out ; he thought two clerks 
sufficient, but il ihe Houso intended to vote 
the Est m iles as they stood it would bo better 
to say so at once lo save troub'e. 

Hen Birch maintained that the work of 
the office could not be conducted with less, 
und ho hud bad considerable experience in 
ollice. The hon Mr Young, with his experi- 
ence on tho Island, would no doubt bear him 
out in this, as he had been deprived of his 
clerk and had In employ extra assistance. 
Ho hoped tbe-Estimates as proposed would 
pass. 

lion Ynun : ,' sai.l the Houso of Assembly 
of Vancouver Island in their superior wisdom 
— the less, perhaps, be said ol that enlight- 
ened body the bottnr — had dispensed wilh 
bis cleik, and the consequence was that the 
work could not be done, and extra clerical 
assistance had to be engaged to avoid con- 
fusion and delay. 

lion DeCosmos retorted to the slur cast by 
the preceding speaker on the lalo Houso ol 
Assembly, by stating that the people to a unit 
considered the Council of that Colony, of 
which the hon gen leman was a member, -s 
tho greatest obstructives in the country 
|laughtcij. They didn't know bow to gain 
the sympathy and support of tho people. 
Th : bun gentleman hud attempted tin day 
beforo to show his enlightened wisdom lo the 
House, but succeeded in proving the very 
reverse of what he intendtd. 

Hon Birch asked which of the clerks he 
proposed to dispense wilh? 

Hon Helmcken said that waa left to the 
Executive. 

O.i a division, the motion lo erase wag lost. 
Ayej — Stamp, Pemberton, Soutbgate, Do 
Cosmos, Helmcken, Macdonald (G.) Noes— 
(12). 

Hon DeCosmos asked for some informa- 
tion respecting the printing branch. 

Hon Birch read some statistics of tho num- 
ber ol jolis and impressions, and slated Ihe 
nature of tho work perlormed in ihe office. 
It was only for one or two months 
in the year that work was light, and during 
the re^t of the lime they weiu kept busily 
employed. The office was maintained as a 
matter of economy. The Government print- 
ing In Victoria last year by contract cost some 
S40G0, 

Hon Robson said ihis was a delicate mat- 
fir for him lo touch upon, but he was eur- 
prised lo hear the hon gentleman advocate 
this on ihe ground of economy. lie had 
himself, with the lull knowledge ol tho nature 
of the work and what was required, under- 
taken IO tin it lor 25 per cent, heluw what it 
cost tho Government, He was now speak- 
ing disinterestedly, as be did not covet the 
annoyance and bother it would entail, and he 
stoutly maintained that it was no economy to 
retain the ollice. The Government, no doubt, 
preferred having their own primers, but he 
lavored the principle ol competition, and this 
establishment was not worth the money. 
I'ben them was the Government Gazette. 
which formed a good portion of 'he labor of 
tho ofiiee — only so much vvastu paper; few 
read it or saw it, and us an advertising 
medium it was worthless. 

lion Macdonald remarked that the lion 
gentleman's, constituents ought to bo ibankliil 
lo him for the independence he had shown in 
voiiug the preceding ilems, and opposing this 
on iho score of i ciKjomy. 

Hon Young enlightened the House on the 
nature of the Government contract priming 
iu Victoria, which, with his knowledge of the 
establishment here, cost 50 per cenr. more. 
Everything wus thrown open to tender, i ml 
the consequence was that ilmy bad all kinds 
ol printing) some ol il good, soma very cure- 
less und bad. In fact, there was only one 
uflicu that could do it. 

Hon Robson considered tho observations of 
Hon Macdonald il I timed and misplaced. He 



should tuko Ihe same viow on all questions, 
if shown to bo cheaper, to throw open to com- 
petition. He had diBtinotly stated that bo 
did not want the Government printing, and 
eould therefore speak independently on bo- 
half of the several othor printing ulficos in 
the colony, 

Hon Walkem observed that tho hon gen- 
tleman could not hold a Government con- 
tract. 

Hop. Helmcken — Wbere'ii the Inw for that? 
Hon Walkem— I can show it to you. 
The total of S9G80 passed on a divisiou, 
wilh same majority as belore. 
Treasurer, Ij5020. 

Hou Walkem said ben members would like 
to know what disposition was to bo made of 
Ihis office, because Iho votes on tho clerks 
depended on it. He believed the Government 
were not averse to its being amalgamated 
with somo othor ofiiee, and in the meantime 
ho moved that il bo postpoued. 

Hon Birch bad no objection lo the vote 
being deferred for information relative to 
tho Treasurer. He believed that thoro are 
not too many clerks. 

Hon Pemberton thought it would be 
better to leave the item out altogether. 

Hon Birch said belore this ollice could be 
amalgamated with any other, the Govern- 
ment wished to refer to the Colonial office. 
They could not ngroo to sending officials 
about their business in tho manner proposed, 
and must wait until a reply be received 
regarding certain officers. As regarded 
dispensing with tho Treasury oflwo alto- 
gether, he could not conceive that tho hon 
member lor Victoria bad ever been in 
Government to mako such a remark. 

Item deterred. 

As?ay and Refinery Ollice, 83950, 
Hon Pemberton moved that this item be 
deferred for on explanation of the discre- 
pancy he had pointed out. 

Hon DeCosmos moved that it bo struck 
out. Ho referred to tho published 
report showing Iho losses of this concern. 
The office was no accommodation to thu 
public where it was, and if it was maintain- 
ed should be at the place where the gold was 
mostly taken out, or whero it was sent to. 
It was competing with private enterprise 
in the wrong place. The Bank ol liriti.-h 
North America in Victoria had an excellent 
establishment of the kind, and ihe Bank of 
British Columbia elsewhere, neither ol 
which was paying expenses. He hoped no 
hon gentleman would vote an item of this 
character. 

Hos Birch would honestly say that the 
Assmy Ofiiee was an expense that tho Colony 
could not nflord, and he would bo happy to 
have it amalgamated if ho could see the 
way, but he could not. It was certainly 
advisable to have an office of the kind noi 
ouly as a check upon private assay, but 
where miners could get free assays of their 
quartz. Ho believed the country was going 
ahead. 

Hon Southgate remarked that there was 
not a belter assay office in the Colony than 
that nf the Bank ot Briti-h North America, 
where aasays were never questioned. 

Hon Walkem suggested that il was not 
the starting but the breaking up of an 
institution that they were discussing, lie 
ridiculed the argument thut the Government 
olfice should bo retained as a security 
against fruud. It was evey man' policy lo 
bo hunoat. The assayer doponded on an 
honest and faithful assay. The correct 
principle was to throw it ope:: lo eouipo'i- 
lion. See tho number of Assay Offices in 
San Francisco, The hon gentleman alluded 
io the machinery connected with the estab- 
lishment, which might be sold io advantage. 

Hon Create supported the vote on the 
score of utility, 

Hon Birch a?ked if tho office was to be 
abolished what was to bo done with the men 
who were to he turned out ol olfice ? They 
should be sent home, as Iho ollice was applied 
for and specially stnt nut from the Mint. 
The machinery alluded to had been offered to 
a company on Canyon Creek. 

Hon Southgate asked what had been done 
with the officials of Vancouver Island. 

The reply of tho lion Colonial Secretary 
was inaudible. 

Hon Pemberton said ho remembered the 
Governor in his speech t-aid none of the 
officials wore to suffer. 

Hou DeCosmos looked upon it as a mere 
matter of contract between tho Government 
and those gentlemen ; although no doubt 
every hou member would bo prepared o act 
juslly and fairly. 

Hon Uireh remarked if compensation wns 
to bu given, they might as well he doing some, 
thing. They were looked upon as life ap- 
pointments. 

Hon ltobson, although still adhering to the 
great principle of public competition, did not 
consider that this came under that elass (oh 1 
oh 1 J It bad been demonstrated I hut private 
assay offices could not flourish unless they 
pilfered. 1 1 o relerred to what had been done 
by the Washington Governmeut, the most 
liberal in the encouragement of competition, 
there it hud been found necessary to establish 
Government assays, as the private assay sys- 
tem would not work. Bat it was chiefly in 
view of tho approach of a new source of 
wealth in this Colony — the quartz era— that 
bo was ia favor ot maintaining a Govern, 
merit office, where assays could be obtained 
gratuitously, as a means of encouragement 
lo population. 

Hon Soutbgate made a few remarks relative 
to the .San Francisco assay offices. 

Hon Smith thought the ollieo was decidedly 
a protection to tho public, but it should bo in 
some other place than whero it had been 
shown that it didn't pay wages, 

Hon Barnard thought iho ollice was of no 
utility where it was, but if iu the mines it 
would bu of somo use; ho did not favor abol- 
ishing it altogether. Assays made by the 
banks had never been doubted— they had 
boon tested— but they did not depend on that 
for a living. Their bars wore found strictly 
correct, which took away the argument that 
they would bo entirely at the mercy ot pri- 
vate enterprise 

Hon Trutcb. was in favor of adjourning tho 
discussion in order that somo scheme involv- 
ing a compromise might bu devised, and some 
practical end obtained, 

Hon Helmcken said they bad been two 
hours talking over tho matter, and no doubt 
their minds were made up. Tho Government 
could havo no information to furnish that 
they did not possess already, and tho quos- 
tion could therefore be disposed of at onco. 
It had been argued that the assay office was 
of such 3ervico to the mineiS; but he would 
ask whothor much gold came down in the 
hands of miners, no I it eiiinu in the bauds of 
merchants, packers and others J and where 
did it go to? Mostly to tho banks. Thu 
bankers nnd merchants well knew how to 
havo it assayed. Ilo believed the Govern- 
ment assay office, which had been losing 
money for tho lust two years, would yield 
loss next year, 

The motion lo pospono consideration of 
this item was carried ; and council adjourned 
till p. m., on Friday.

The 
cavity, hole, crevice, or whatever it may be 
termed, out of which so much decomposed 
quartz has been taken, is now of formidable 
dimensions, sufficiently large to admit ol a 
man crawling into it, or rather pushing him- 
self in by lying on bis back. Such wus the 
way in which the writer uot a peep at tho 
roof ol the cavity or pookot which contained 
the gold. While in tbis position, by tho aid 
ot a tallow dip, the eye rested upon a root 
sparkling with some bright yellow substince, 
which we were told was gold, and such it 
might have been tor all ive knew to tho con- 
trary! .There was something which resemble-d 
ed gold, and though not positive, wo have 
no doubt that the cap rock which covers ibis 
cavity is exceedingly rich iu gold. While 
under, Iho writer picked up a couple of 
lumps, supposed lo be rock, but upon be- 
coming dry, Iho most ot it pulverized ol 
itself, showing a large proportion ol gold, 
,vhilo tlo small pieces uf stone, or quartz, 
were lull of tho precious metal. Some black 
sand was also taken from the cavity, exceed- 
ingly rich In ihis deposit gold is found in 
black sand, rotten or deoomposed'quariz, and 
in small pieces of bard stone or quartz, aud 
also from the quartz itself. Not eutisfied 
with the sand which had been given him, Mr 
•Michel asked to have pieces ol quartz broken 
Irom the side of the mine, which was done, 
and the pieces thus broken off were picked 
up und brought away by that gentleman, 
tutted by him, gold found in paying quanti- 
ties, and pronounced by him very neb, thus 
setting at rest all doubts as to tho existence 
not only olgold in the crevices of the rock, 
but id the quartz itself, Gold has been 
found in a number ol other parts ol the coun- 
try, in quartz, line sand, und decomposed 
qiniriz A very line specimen wus obtuiued 
on Lot 15, in the -It h cuueession, owned by 
Messrs. VVallbridge. 

The St. Johns (O.B) News saya that on 
Sunday morning last the wife of Color Ser- 
geant Armstrong, of the Itoyal Canadian 
Uilliss, St. Johns, was delivered of thiee lino 
healthy daughters.

From tub East Coast — II. M.S. Sparrow- 
hawk returned from the East Coast yesterday 
morning. At Comox considerable improve* 
moot lias lakoo place 6ince the last visit of 
tho Sparrowhawk. The teltlers Lave com- 
pleted n sleigh road this witiler Iroui the ran- 
cheria to tho prairie above tha mission, a 
distance of 3_J4 miles. Ttio work was done 
by statuto lubor — 14 men woiking 12 days, 
The lowest temperature this winter has been 
12 degrees below freezing poind The stock 
of the farmers has been gradually increasing, 
and some own as many ns fifty hcud of ciiitlc. 
Great complaint is made of the want of regular 
communication to carry their produce to a 
market. Potatoes, at 1A cents per pound, 
does not pay freight, but pigs and cattle pay 
•well; also, butter, for which 50 cents pel 
pound is obtained. Snow, to a depth of 
th:eo feet, lay for fhrec week*, but at tho 
date of 'the visit ol the Sparrowhawk it hud 
disappeared from !'ie settlement. About two 
feet, however, still lay on the prairie. The 
Sparrowhawk afterwards went down to Mill 
Fiat, ton miles south of the settlement, where 
tho American Coal Company have located 
and built a substantial log house on the spot. 
Two men are there to represent tho interests 
of lhe company, The seam is said to crop 
out near the river, where it is fifteen leot 
thick. A trail has been made to tha outcrop* 
pings, which are distunt fivo miles from Mud 
Bay, and about 100 men, it is expected, will 
Btart work early in the spring. A Iramway, 
ten milerj in length, will be built as far as 
Deep Buy— Mud Bay being too shallow to 
admit of vessels of large burthen to load. 
Several of the leading steamship proprietors 
ol Sao Francisco are concerned in this mine, 
nnd will spare no expense to make it a suc- 
cess. Tho concentreiion at this point of a 
largo number ol colliers will open a home 
market for Comox produce. At Nanaimo 
the Russian stoamer Constantino and Ameri- 
can balk Rival were louding — the former for 
Bitka and the latter for San Francisco. 

TnE New Would. — The steamer New 
"World will leave Portland on Friday morn- 
ing, at seven o'clock, for Victoria, Qlynipia, 
and way ports. Cupt Charles Winsor, wh 
came round on tho McNear will command 
her. The people on the Sound, through the 
persevering and energetic cflorla of the 
owners, are about to have the finest and 
pe baps fastest steamer ever on Paget Sound. 
Tne Now World baa an immense freight 
capacity, and bar p;isscngcr accommodations 
■will make the travelling public on the Sound 
open their eyes in wonder. She was built 
for the New York and Albany trade, but 
•was shortly sent around to mn between San 
Francisco and Sacramento. On the 1st 
of M.iy, 18C4, she arrived hero, for the O. S. 
N. Co. to run from Portland to tho Cascades. 
She is a first class boat, havi'ig been built of 
excellent material, and is now us sound in 
overy part us the day she wus launched. — 
Oregonian. 

Smuggling.— Henry Robinson, colored, 
steward of tl o Fideliter, was arreted on 
Saturday on a charge of .smuggling opium, 
lie had un examination before Mr R, Wil- 
liams, 0". S. Commissioner, and was held in 
the sum of S300 to answer; in default of 
which, ho was Ecnt to jail. It appeared 
upon the examination that ho had brought 
about his person from Victoria b'is small 
cans of opium and disposed of them to a 
Chinaman, and that he had heretofore for 
BDmo time carried on a contraband trade of 
tho same sort. Deputy Marshal Ward made 
tbo discovery of Robinson's unlawful trans- 
action and seized the goods. Tho opium 
was worth probably about 842 —Oregonian.
